U. S. Convoy 
Gets 5 of 8

caped without receiving a single hit 
in fighting off a night torpedo at- 
tack south of Guadalcanal Feb. 17.

4 Million Nazis 
Have Died in 
Russia-Stalin

Moscow, Feb. 23 —(/I1)— Premier 


Joseph Stalin, hailing Russia's mil- 
itary forces on their 25lh annicr- 
ury as "an army of avenger," 
said today that "in view of the ab- 
sence of a second front in Europe 
the Red Army alone is bearing the 
whole weight of the war." and ord- 
ered a fight to the death against 
the German invaders, 4,000,000 of 
whom he said the Russians 
had 


killed in 20 months. 


"Death to the German invader, 


was his exhortation in a lengthy 
order of the day which he signed 
as supreme commander in chief. 


In it he reviewed both Russian 


defeats 
and successesince Ger- 


many's invasion of Russia in June, 
1941; 
asaycd the shrinking Ger- 


man chance of 
success 
derided 


German strategy, and warned his 
people that a bitter fight remained. 


"The enemy has suffered defeat 


but he is not yet conquered," Stal- 
in said. "The G e r m a n Fascist 
army is experiencing a crisis be- 
cause of the blow it has received 
from the Red Army, but this does 
not yet mean that it cannot re- 
cover.

From All Angles

come sailing past you? 


Well,

standing in the back of a truck 
riding down a bumpy road. Thai's 
the kind of shooting soldiers at the 
Army Air Force flexible gunnery 
school at Tyndall Field here have 
lo do. 


Thai is Ihe aerial gunnery stu- 


dent's first tasle of shooling mov- 
ing objecsl from a moving base, 
it is a preliminary to learning to 
fire a 30 caliber machine gun from 
his own lightning fast plane at an 
enemy trying to shoot him down 01 
to bomb his buddies on the ground. 


As in the later phases of 
his 


course, the aerial gunnery student 
has the benefit of the best instruc- 
toins.

ion when there is need of a media- 
tor between the government and 
extremists. Thus his presence in 
Delhi 
seems to 
bespeak 
the 


spirit of conciliation and desire of 
settlement which 1 found in many 
high quarters. 


Only a month ago Sir Taj said to 


me in his Allahabad home: 


"I'm absolutely certain that the 


whole controversy could be solved 
amicably and without bitterness." 


The danger now is that Gandhi 


may die '— in fact it seems likely 
that he will. We then shall 
have 


what many of India's four hundred 
millions will regard as a saintly 
martyrdom. 


The little Mahatma is the great- 


est single influence in all that vast 
subcontinent. To uncounted hosts of 
adoring follower he is a Meiah 
and none can foreee 
to 
what 


lengths the people might be stirred 
by his death especially if he died 
under incarceratoin. 


Of course we shouldn't be 
so 


naive as to overlook that Gandhi's 
death would remove the nationa- 
lists' anchor 
man. That 
might 


weaken their position to the advan- 
tage of the government. 


It has the choice of two courses. 
One is to release Gandhi there- 


by making a gesture which might 
be taken as a display of weakness. 


The other is to stand pat 
and

It's a difficult decision for

glass is emptying fast as it marks 
the span of the Mahatma's flick 
ering life.

Well I failed 
to find a single Indian leader who

DATE OF FILING 


Income tax returns 
of citizens 


and residents of the United States 
are required by law to be made on 
or before the 15th day of the third 
month following the close of the 
taxable year, which for most indi- 
viduals is the calendar year. Ac- 
cordingly, returns for the calendar 
year 1942 must be filed not later 
than midnight of Monday, March 
15, 1943. 


Returns by nonresident alien in- 


dividuals must be made on or be- 
fore the 15th day of the sixth month 
after the close of the fiscal year, 
or on or before June 15, 1943, for 
the calendar year 1942. 


If placed in the mail, the returns 


should be posted in ample time to 
reach the collector's office, under 
ordinary handling of the mails, on 
or before the due date. 
The en- 


velope should bear proper postage 
und be addressed to the 'Collector 


of Internal Revenue" at the cor- 
rect address In the district where 
the taxpayer's legal residence or 
principal place of business is locat- 
ed. If he has neither, the return 
should be mailed to the collector 
of internal revenue at Baltimore, 
Md. 


Persons in the military and naval 


service outside the United States, 
or on sea duty, and 
persons 
in 


enemy-occupied or besieged terri- 
tory are granted an extension to 
file, without penalty, up to the 15th 
day of the third month from the 
close of the war or their return to 
the United States. 
Also, persons 


who during any period of time after 
December 6, 1941, have been con- 
tinuously outside the Americas for 
more than 90 days are allowed an 
extension of time in which to file 
returns, and make payment of tax, 
amounting to the period of such 
absence plus 90 days.
